From the Liverpool Daily Albion, Saturday, 
September 5, 1874. 
The first bale of the upland crop received 
at Atlanta bas arrived in Liverpool. The 
bale was shipped by Messrs. C. H. Bi rong, 
& Co., of Atlanta, to Messrs. J. N. Leaeir 
& Co., aud was forwarded carriage free to 
New York, and freight free from New York 
to Liverpool by One of the White Star 
ateamers. The cotton classes about ‘‘mid- 
diing fair,’? and is worth 8d. per pound, It 
was parchased in Atlanta at 19c per pound,
